Mich. State College 
Has Grown Up 


BUT BUILDINGS HAVE NOT 


It is significant to note that 
where one student walked on the 
Michigan State college campus in 
1926, two students now walk. 
Practicaly every class room on 


the campus is used every hour of 
the day. 
Offioes that were intended for 


lone faculty member often  pro- 


vide working space for three or 
four, as the faculty has increas- 
ed to’ care for the increase in the 
number of students. 

And financially too, the Col- 
lege is handicapped. State ap- 
propriations and other monetary 
resources fall far below the stu- 
gent per capita of ten years ago. 
At present it has to make &0c¢ do 
the work that a dollar did at 
that time. 

State appropriations have not 
kept up with the needs of the 
college. During the college year 
of 1927-28 it amounted to $300.4 
per student. This amount has 
gradually decreased until for the 
year 1935-36 the student per 
capita was only $181.29. 

Michigan State college is now 
in about the condition of the 
“Old Woman In the Shoe’—she 
has so many children she doesn't 
know what to do. Buildings that 
were full in 1926 were bulging 
in 1936. 

The income of the college is 
little larger today than it was 
10 years ago, and actually less 
than it was five years ago. Yet 
the demands on the income is 
nearly twice as great. 

Dormitories are not on the 
legislative building program, ex- 
cept incidentally. The college]. 
will request the legislature to 
pass an enabling act that will 
allow the state board of agri- 
cilture to—build both.--women’s 
and men’s dormitories, using 
private capital and pledging the 
incame from these buildings to 
liquidate the loans. This plan 
places no financial burden on 
anyone. » 

Ever since its founding, Mich- 
igan State, college -has_ served 
Michigan, and will continue to 


cumstances. The college is based 
on. that premise, and promises 
that there will be no departure 
from it. But it can serve better 
with better facilities. 


It is interesting to note that}

934 students to that college.
